Commissioner Averett stated he 
was ‘‘disappointed only one bid was 
received'' and admitted the price 
was lower than expected, and that to 
sell the building at that price would 
mean borrowing money to purchase 
a new building; however, he said, 
“The situation must get immediate 
attention,’’ and made a motion to 
accept the offer. 

Commissioner Faulk agreed that 
‘something must be done’ and 
seconded the motion, which then 
died on the 4-2 vote.

are visiting with Mrs. Lena Bell 
Rugg, who strikes us as a very 
sweet, patient, gentle, humble, 
easy-going lady with a lovable and 
friendly personality. 

In appearance, Miss Lena Bell is 
a petite, neatly-dressed gray-haired 
lady with lively brown eyes. 

She welcomed us warmly into her 
room which was cheery and colorful 
with a multi-colored afghan spread 
over her bed. The afghan was made 
and given to her by her grand- 
daughter Pam. 

Miss Lena Bell related to us that 
she was born March 10, 1906, in 
Coffee County, in the Zion Chapel 
area. Her parents were Luke and 
Minnie Cauley Carr, both of whom 
were born and reared in Coffee 
County. Mr. Carr was a farmer. 

‘‘| remember Mama as a pretty, 
chunky woman with black hair. Papa 
Was a smallish man with black hg> ~/ 

She is from a large family being 
the oldest of 11 children. The 
brothers and sisters are: Thaniel, 
who is now deceased, but was 
married to Gladys Fuller whom 
everyone loves and knows as ‘‘Miss 
Gladys"’; Jim Carr, whose wife is 
the former Jessie Mae Jackson; 
Irene, who is married to B. Mitch 
Fuller; Zela Mae Carr, who is 
unmarried and lives in Opp; Pearl, 
who is now deceased, but was 
married to Dozier Hall.

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ANSWERS TO YOUR BIBLE QUESTIONS 


Is there an 
intermediate state of 
the dead, or do the 
righteous go directly 
to Heaven? 


Bob Prichard 


The idea that the righteous go directly to heaven, and the wicked go 
directly to hell, is a popular idea, but the scriptures teach that there is an 
intermediate state, called Hades, to which all dead men go. One reason 
that there must be an intermediate state, is the fact that there must be a 
great general judgement day, when all men shall be judged. There would ¥ 
be no need for such a judgement day if all men went directly to heaven or » 
hell. Among the basic principles of the gospel listed in Hebrews 6 is ¥ 
‘eternal judgement.’’ Matthew describes the vision of the Son of man, » 
sitting upon the throne of glory. ‘‘And before him shall be gathered all ¥ 
nations: and he shall separate them one from another, as a shepherd » 
divideth the sheep from goats’’ (Matt. 25:32). Jesus warned the men of * 
his day, ‘‘The men of Nineveh shall rise in judgement with this + 
generation, and shall condemn it'’ (Matt. 12:41). Thus we see that both * 
the good and the bad, and men of all generations will be present at the 
judgement. 

Where then do the dead go, between death and judgement? They go to 
‘‘Hades,’’ the abode, or place of departed sp The Greek word 
‘*Hades,’’ meaning the unseen world, or world of departed spirits, has no 
exact English equivalent. Hades is comprised of two parts: Paradise, or 
Abraham's bosom, where the good go, and Tartarus, where the wicked 
go. Jesus promised the penitent thief on the cross, ‘To day shalt thou be 
with me in paradise’’ (Luke 23:43), Jesus, when resurrected, told Mary, 
‘Touch me not, for | have not yet ascended to the Father’’ (John 20:17). 
Thus Jesus had been in paradise, the abode of the dead, and not in 
heaven, in the presence of the Father. ‘‘Paradise,’’ a Persian word 
meaning a ‘‘pleasure garden’’ also describes heaven, the final resting 
place for the righteous, when used as a general term.

Was The Turkey There?

Thanksgiving Day--and turkey 
As the song goes, ‘‘you can’t have 
one without the other.” 

It is believed that turkey was very 
likely served at the first 
Thanksgiving feast in 1621 
However, there is no certainty that it 
was. One of the participants, Edward 
Winslow, simply recorded: *‘Our 
harvest being gotten in, our 
governor sent four men afowling, 
that so we might after a special 
manner rejoice togher...’’ And thet 
are also mentions made of Plymouth 
teeming with ‘‘turkees...in great 
flocks.’’ However, no contemporary 
accounting of the event specifically 
mentions the turkey as being a part 
of the great feast. 

Could it be that it was not 
mentioned as it was known to them 
in England? Although the turkey ts a 
native American bird, it had been 
known and raised commercially in 
Europe for more than a hundred 
years prior to the Pilgrims feast 
The Spanish found the bird 
cultivated in Jarge numbers by the 
Aztects of South America. They took 
the bird back to Spain with them in 
1519, and from there it rapidly 
spread throughout Europe In 
England, where great flocks were 
raised, turkey was 
‘*Cheape by comparison 
1555. 

It is not believed that the turkey 
was domesticated by the Pilgrims, as 
it had been in Europe, but they 
remained abundant in the wild state 
In 1630 there were reports of turkey 
hens selling for ‘‘two shillings’ and 
turkey cocks for ‘‘four shillings.”

Not only were turkeys plentiful in 
early day Massachusetts, they were 
also large. Early travelers recorded 
that there were ‘‘turkie cocks that 
weighed...yea, sixty pounds.’’ This 
may be another reason that turkeys 
are not specifically mentioned for the 
first Thanksgiving Day feast. Could 
it be that the ‘‘four men afowling”’ 
returned with only small birds 20 or 
30 pounds each? And, not wanting to 
embarrass the hunters, it was 


thought best just to omit any 
mention of turkey? 

It must be remembered that the 
hunters of the 17th Seti had their 
pride too.

The Elba Tigers rallied for 15- 
points in the fourth quarter to erase 
an 8-point T.R. Miller lead and held 
on to defeat the defending Class 4A 
champions 28-21 last Friday night to 
advance to the semifinals of the 4A 
state football playoffs. 

The win upped Elba’s record to 
10-2 and was the Tigers sixth 
straight win, while T.R. Miller ended 
its season with an 8-4 slate. 

Neither team mounted an 
offenstive threat on its first series, 
but the Tigers got rolling on their 
second possession and drove 78- 
yards in only 5 plays to grab the early 
lead. A 42-yard run by Richard 
McKinnon on third and two moved 
the ball to the Miller 28-yardline and 
one-play later Mike McCollough 
hooked up with Derek Young on a 
28-yard scoring strike to put Elba on 
the scoreboard. Bill Brueckner 
added the extra-point and with 5:08 
left in the first quarter the Tigers 
were out in front 7-0. 

T.R. Miller marched to the Elba 
39-yardline early in the second 
quarter and appeared to be heading 
for a tying score, but a pitchout went 
wide of the mark and Elba’s 
Roderick Caldwell recovered the 
fumble at the 40 to kill the threat. 
The Tigers drove to the Miller 32 
following the turnover and seemed 
ready to add to their lead, only to be 
stopped on a fourth down play. 

Miller took over on its 31 and 
drove 69-yards in 8 plays to reach 
paydirt and tie the game at 7-7. A 
21-yard scamper by Keith 
Megpginson was a big play in the 
drive, while the score came on a 
7-yard run by Joseph Williams. 
Thomas Dasinger kicked the p.a.t. 
and with 5:23 left in the half the 
score was deadlocked at 7-7, 

Elba’s offense wasn't to be 
outdone; however, and following the 
ensuing kick marched 71-yards in 10 
plays to regain the lead! Twelve-yard 
runs by Rob Hudson and Mike 
McCollough got the drive off to a 
quick start, while a 14-yard pass 
from McCollough to Mick Phillips 
and a 14-yard run by Richard 


McKinnon got the ball deep into 
Miller territory. The touchdown 
came on fourth down and seven at 
the 9-yardline when Mike 
McCollough rolled out to his left and 
found Derek Young all alone in the 
back of the endzone and hit the 
senior receiver with a perfect pass. A 
bad snap foiled the p.a.t. attempt, 
but the Tigers were back in front 
13-7 with only 1:01 left in the half. 

The two teams swapped punts to 
open the second half; however, T.R. 
Miller got excellent field position as 
it backed Elba up deep in its own 
territory and got-the ball at the Tiger 
39 following a 37-yard punt. Miller 
came out passing on the scoring 
drive and Megginson hit 3 of 3 
passes to quickly get his team into 
the endzone. The final completion 
was a 14-yard scoring strike to Jeff 
Hall and Dasinger again added the 
extra-point to give Miller its first 
lead at 14-13 with 5:42 left in the 
third quarter. 

T.R. Miller got the ball right back 
in good field position when a heavy 
rush forced Elba punter Mike 
McCollough to get off a poor punt, 
allowing Miller to start its next 
possession at the Tiger 30-yardline. 
The Elba defense gave up yardage 
grudgingly, but, Miller moved slowly 
toward the Tiger goal and in 10 plays 
reached paydirt to extend its lead! 
Miller converted a 4th and 4 during 
the march to keep the drive alive, 
and got the touchdown on third and 
goal when Terrance Culliver scored 
from 5-yards out. Dasinger again 
added the extra-point, giving T.R. 
Miller a 21-13 lead with 10:47 left 
in the game 

The Miller score woke up the 
homestanding Tigers and it took 
Elba only 8 plays to drive 62-yards to 
move back into a tie! An 18-yard 
pass from Mike McCollough to 
Derek Young and a 21-yard pass 
from McCollough to Mick Phillips 
were key plays in the drive, while 
Richard McKinnon rambled 13-yards 
to the Miller 1 and on the next play 
bulled over to pull Elba within 21-19. 
Elba's Coach Mack Wood called a 


time-out to discuss the two-point 
conversion, and came up with a gem 
when Mike McCollough rolled out to 
his left and passed back across the 
field to John Osburn on a screen 
pass and the senior tightend rambled 
in untouched to pull the Tigers even 
at 21-21 with 8:30 still remaining in 
the game. 

Miller returned to the airways on 
its next possession and this time got 
shot down as Elba’s Art Brunson 
intercepted a Megginson pass and 
returned it to the Miller 30-yard- 
line. A late hit on the return moved 
the ball to the 15 and on the Tigers’ 
first play Richard McKinnon took a 
pitch-out, ran over two would-be 
tacklers and barreled into the 
endzone for the go-ahead score. Bill 
Brueckner added the extra-point and 
suddenly with 6:27 left in the game 
Elba had regained the lead at 28-21! 

Elba's Scott Lawless recovered a 
Miller fumble on the first play after 
the ensuing kick to give the Tigers 
the ball at the 23-yardline and Elba 
marched to the Miller 5, only to miss 
a 22-yard field-goal with 2:50 left in 
the game that would have iced the 
win 

The Elba defense was weary, but 
still filled with pride, and after 
allowing Miller to reach the Tiger 
45-yardline delivered the knockout 


punch when Craig Murdock 
intercepted a Megginson pass at the 
Elba 32. The Tigers then simply ran 
out the clock and the large Elba 
crowd went wild as the clock reached 
:00 with the Tigers on the winning 
end of the 28-21 score! 

Richard McKinnon gained 116- 
yards on 21 carries to lead the Tiger 
running attack, while Dereck Young 
caught 3 passes for 5S-yards and 2 
touchdowns to pace the passing 
game. Miller was led on the ground 
by Joseph Williams with 98-yards on 
20 carries and in the air by Jeff Hall 
with 4 catches for 58-yards 

The Elba defense was led by 


Jetey Wise with 10 tackles and 4° 


assists, while Art Brunson added 8 
tackles, one assist and one 
interception and Kevin 
Killingsworth with 6 tackles and 4 
assists.
